No doubt this rneessge will lead 
like fiction to many; nevertheless, 
it is not fiction, neither is it made 
up for the purpose of deceiving the 
reader. This message came re- 
cently from a very distinguished, 
highly appreciat?d,well known sur- 
geon of a northeastern Kentucky 
regiment of l'. 8. Infantry volun- 
teers which servi d during the le'«* 
war of the rebellion.

The message is directed 
to a soldier of IhesRnir rrgiment ;

never knew the surgeon except from 
reputation. The message was re- 
corded by this writer, wbo knew 
I he surgeon for many \ears hefoie 
he crossed over the olher shore, 
where he clnitiis to be associated 
with many ot the lortner citizens ol 
this country, and with ihem walks 
in the light of eternal day. He 
sends tins message doubtless as a 
warning to the many friends on this 
side, so that they may he further 
impressed with the awful truth that 
there are two conditions beyond 
this lite, and tiiat nil men arc tend- 
ing toward one or the other. The 
message is a (lesciiplion of the in- 
fernal regions of despair, and is ae 
follows: "First, it is not a place 
to be desired ; a country where 
there is no sunshine.

for ever and ever. No stir of 
light will ever shine in that be- 
nighted country ; no hope of de- 
liverance ; they are botnd las', by 
chains of infernal despair. Their 
own condemnation is written upon 
their brows. Chains and dafrk.HI t-s 
are their portion a- long as eternity
